nuations of any who would ſuggeſt that Succeſſion to be in Danger, under your Ma- 


jeſty's moſt auſpicious Government; for when we confider that it is Secured by the 
greateſt Obligations, Civil and Sacred, by A Parliament, Oaths and Treaties, 
we cannot hut declare our intire Acquieſcence in theſe Securities, and muſt look upon 


ſuch Inſinuations to be Groundlels in themſel ves, ang affronting toy our Majeſty and 


Your Government.
